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STORM KILLS 
TWO HUNDRED 
IN MINNESOTA 


Three Blocks In Business Sec- 
tion of Fergus Falls Wiped 
Out 


HOTEL COLLAPSES 


Railway Train Blown From the 
Tracks. Hundred Houses Are 
Levelled 


ST. PAUL, Minn., June 23.—Des- 
truction of the central section of Fer- 
gus Falls, Minn., by a tornado this ev- 
ening, with the loss of perhaps 200 
lives, was reported tonight by railroad 
officials and despatches from nearby 
towns. 

The storm struck the city about sev- 
en o'clock, destroying among other 
buildings, the Grand hotel, in which 
it is reported 75 persons were trapped 
when the structure collapsed. 

Great Northern train No. 1, the Or- 
jental Limited, westbound from Chi- 
cago to Seattle, was blown from the 
track about twenty miles west of Fer- 
gus Falls, but early reports said only 
one passenger was injured. The pas- 
sengers were taken to Moorhead, 
Minn, 

Reports from Staples sald the Great 
Northern depot at Fergus Falls also 
was blown down by the storm and 
many persons killed there. 

Brainerd, Minn., residents saw the 
storm sweeping in a northeasterly di- 
rection, passing over several towns af- 
ter its destruction at Fergus Falls, but 
no other towns in that vicinity report- 
ed serious damage. 

At eleven o'clock tonight a special 
train left the Twin Cities bound for 
Fergus Falls ,and is expected to reach 
there early tomorrow morning. Gov- 
ernor Burnquist, Adjutant General 
Rhinow, 75 sanitary corps troops and 
@ large party of doctors, nurses and 
railroad officials left on the special. 
Other Minnesota national guard units 
here and in towns near Fergus Falis 
in 


readiness for duty there. 

The telephone operator at Battle 
Lake, Minn., 18 miles west of Fergus 
Falls, said the tornado demolished all 
the buildings between the Grand hotel 
in the eastern section of the city and 
the brewery in western section. both 
those buildings also being razed by the 
storm. 


CROPS IN FAIR 
STATE ALTHO. 
_ RAIN NEEDED 


Grande Prairie District the Ex- 
ception Whence Plenty of 
Moisture Is Reported 


Crops all over the pe -vinee are in 
fairly good condition, but rain is 
generally needed, while in some parts 
the pastures are suffering badly for 
molisiure, according to reports collect- 
ed by the department of agriculture 
this week end. 

Reports from Stony Plain show that 
there was some hail towards’ the 
Winterburn district on Saturday, June 
14. There was rain the 16th and 17th, 
but they were only local showers, The 
weather all week was warm. The 
wheat is covering the ground a: d this 
decreases evaporation. 
The wheat is up from six to ten inches, 
The oats are doing well, but cutworms 
are reported to be working in a few 
patches yet, but danger of serious 
damage is past. In cases where the 
crop was seriously cut by the worms, 
the flelds have been disced, harrowed 
and sown to barley which is coming 
on fine; gome of these flelds have been 
resown to oate which will be used for 
green feed if it does not ripen. 

The timothy will probably be a 
little short in that district, but is is 
rather early to raport definitely yet. 
The farmers would like a whole day's 
soaking rain, and that followed by 
warm weather would bring on the 
crop very fast- 

.In the Grande Prairie district there 
is plenty of moisture and the weath- 
er was rather cool when the report 
was sent in the first of the week, All 
crops were coming on well, and pas- 
ture grasses were in especially good 
condition. Cattle were showing mark 
ed improvement. z 

In the Edmonton district the crop 
conditions are reported exceptionally 
and all grains making good 
progress. The early sown fields are 
fast approaching the shot stage and 
farmers generally are pleased with 
the situation. 

At Olds there has been very little 
moisture since the first of June, and 
it has come in small showers so that 
the value resulting was very small, 
Since the first of April the amount 
of moisture received amounted to 
2.20 inches, 

As a result of the abnormally dry. 
weather, the cultivated hay crops are 
practically beyond heip and will pro- 
bably go uncut. The pasture and wild 
meadows are also very mediocre, The 
early sown grain crops are doing. 
fairly well and some of the early 
varieties are in the shot blade,» The 
late sown grain is coming very ir- 
from cutwonm 
ravages. The potato crop is coming 
up fairly strong in that district, but 
the garden and root crops are poor, 
owing to the cutworms, 

The stock in the pastures is doing 
fairly well, but are suffering con- 
siderably from the heel fly. 

At Sedgwick the weather {js very 
warm and the crops looking well in 
that inwnedtate neighborhood, 
little rain fell there Monday. 

At Claresholme the weather has 
been dry and warm for the past week, 
a little rain falling on June 16, The 
severe drought is causing the grain 
to burn in spots; grasses, natural and 
cultivated are dry and very short. 
The alfalfa is not looking as well 
as it did a couple weeks ago, and 
the live stock is suffering some as a 
result of this condition, Rain is need- 


ed during the next few days to save 
the crop 

At Raymond they have had local 
| showers that have brought the grain 


ahead very fast. and the hot weather 
|} has caused the grain to start to head, 
j} which will mean short straw, 

More rain is needed there. The 
first crop of a‘falfa will soon be ready

20,000 Massed on Main St. 

The tragic events of the afternoon 
covered not more than half an hour. 
At half past 2 o'clock perhaps 20,000 
persons were massed on Main street 
with their focus at the city hall. For 
the most part they appeared to be} 
strikers, with among them several 
thousand returned soldiers, and they! 
were congregated to witness or take} 
part in the “massed silent parade” 
which it was announced last night 
at the meeting in Market square of 
returned soldiers would be put on by 
returned soldiers at 1 p.m. as a last 
and final effort to break down the 
barriers the men claim have been 
erected against the propaganda of the 
general strike in Winnepeg. 

On the whole this great mass was 
orderly. It contained many women, 
evidently of the strikers’ families, but 
no children, Just before half past 

two o’clock a snrall riot developed 
on Market street, just east of the city 
hall park, around a man who was 
drunk. Leaders of the crowd besought 
the men involved to quit as they 
would spoil by their rowdiness | the 
whole effect of the gilent demonstra- 
tion. At ,2.25. o'clock a street. car 
passing on Main street only made its 
way through the crowd amidst con- 
| tinual booing and with great difficulty 
[the trolley several times being pulled 
off the line. Evidently regarding the

Concerning the situation In Winn!- 
peg, J. W. Findlay, Edmonton's strike 
representative who returned from tho 
Manitoba capital on Sunday morning. 
has the following to say: 

“After a close investigation of af- 
fairs I have come to the conclusion 
tliat there is no connection between 
the strike and the O.B.U., and that 
the talk of revolution that has been so 
prominent has been the outcome of 
the activity of the committee of One 
Thousand. This committee is com- 
posed of gamblere from the stock ex- 
change, lawyers and men of that call- 
bre who are not the real employers of 
labor in Winnipeg and it has been 
these men who have fomented the! 
trouble between the citizens and the | 
men now out on strike, their main ob- | 
ject being to create riots, 


Purchased Liquor. 

“At the time they found it was im- 
possible to create trouble, these citizen 
leaders purchased thirty gailons of 
liquor and distributed it around the 
labor halls as an incentive to chaos. 
None of this liquor was used however, 
strike officers seeing that it was des- 
troyed.. ; ’ 

‘Lack of sincerity has at all times 
characterized any effort toward set- 
tlement and this has been occasioned 
by the work of the ‘hidden hand’ of 
the committee of*One Thousand. Ev- 
ery effort. that was made was blocked 
when it reached the critical stage and 
when a settioment was possible. The 
mediation of the officers of the rall- 
way brotherhoods, for instance,. was 
killed in-the Jast~submisston~ of the 
agreement by the substitution of a 
pro; n. that was worse than any 
agreement offered prior to the strike. 
This was asa result of the work of 
the committee of One Thousand. 

“The same thing also happened 
when R. A. Rigg had been instrumen- 
tal in getting the provincial authori- 
ties to agree to the formation of a/ 
one-man commission to investigate the 
causes of the strike, the results and 
the cases of discrimination following | 
the strike. 

“The next man to offer mediation! 
was Major Hilton, M.P.P. His offer 
was accepted by the strike committee 
and when he went to interview the! 
metal masters, he found them in the! 
industrial bureau. They asked him to 
sit down until they had interviewed | 
the citizens’ committee. After being | 
left one hour and thirty minutes, Ma- | 
jor Hilton was informed by the metal) 
masters that they were not allowed to 
make any settlement, 


The Last Mediator. 


“Rev. Canon Scott also offered to 
act as mediator but he immediately 
got his orders from the big committee 
to entrain for Montreal. The last me- | 
diator was MaJor Lyle who stated that 
if he was given forty-eight hours he 
had assurance from authorities which | 
led him to believe that he could effect | 
a settlement. Within one hour of re-| 
porting to the strike committee, he ce. | 


marked he would have a signed agree- 
ment by the metal masters. But he 
also got his ticket to get out of Win-| 
nipeg.

B. U., but this statement is contra- 
dicted by the fact that Bray is a re- 
turned soldier and had nothing to do 
in connection with O.B.U. organiza- 
tion. Armstrong was even an oppo- 
nent of the O.B.U. idea. Heaps, an 
alderman of the city, took no part in 
the formation of the One Big Union 
and for the others, my opinion is that 
the evidence against them is merely | 
immaterial evidence that could be 
found in any labor temple throughout 
Canada, 

“The backbone of the strikers are 
returned soldiers, about 85 per cent. 
of returned men being out on strike. 
As far as the riot is concerned, this 
happened after I left and I have noth- 
ing to say in regard to it,

|GERMAN FLEET 
| SUNK BY CREWS 
AT SCAPA FLOW 


All Battleships and Battle Cruis- 
ers Excepting the Baden Are 
Submerged 


CREWS IN CUSTODY 


Hoisting of a Red Flag at Noon 
Was Signal to Scuttle the 
Vessels 


LONDON. June 21.—-The German 
| officers and sailors. forming the com- 
plements of the German ships intern- 
ed at Scapa Flow, sunk most of their 
fleet today. All the big ships, battle 
ships and battle cruisers, excepting 
the Baden and numerous smater 
craft, were sunk, while others went 
ashore in a half-sunken condition. 


Eighteen destroyers were beached 
by tugs, flour still are afloat, while 
the remainder went undef. The 
wholegale sinking of the German 


ships, which came to Scapa Flow to 
surrender under the terms of the 
anmistice, was carefully arranged by 
the officers and crews. All explosives 
had been removed, and therefore, the 
only means of destroying the fleet was 
by opening the sea cocks. The ships 
went slowly down with the German 
flag, which the crews had _ hoisted, 
showing at the mastheads, 
Crews Make for Shore. 

The crews, conrposed entirely of 
Germans, under the terms of the ar- 
mistice which did not permit of Brit- 
Ish guards aboard, took to the boats 
when the vessels began to sink. While 
making for the shore, the boats were 
challenged and called upon to sur- 
render. Some of them ignored the 
|} summons and were fired upon, a few 
casualties resulting. 

This stroke apparently was an en« 
tire surprise and the first news reach- 
ed London through a correspondent 
who was informed by farmers in the 
neighborhood that they had seen the 
yg vhips sinking, with their flags 
aloft. 


Story First Denicd. 

The German officers and crews have 
been made prisoners. None of the 
officials tonight would effer an opinion 
as to how they are to be dealt with. 
The Admiralty at first denied the re- 


port, but later confirmed ‘it, and is- 
sued an official statement. The 
Statement says: 

“According to the latest reporta 
from Scapa Flow, all the interned 
battleships and battle cruisers have 
been sunk, except the battleship

“The hoisting of a red flag at noon 
was the signal for the crews to scuttle 
the German ships in pa Flow. The 
crews took to the Goaty and rowed 
toward the guard ships. The Buard- 
ships fired at the Germans who jump- 
ed and swam ashore, where they were 
rounded.”

Mayor's Statement, 

“On Friday evening a meeting of 
about 2,000 people was held ta mar- 
ket square behind the city hall. Sev-| 
eral speakers made inflammatory | 
speeches inciting to riots; the gist of | 
these remarks being that the mayor's 
authority must be set aside and a pa- 
rade started in deflance of the law. 

“Before going home I gave a pro- 
clamation to the press, as follows: 

“The proclamation issued by me 
some days ago must be strictly ad- 
hered to. 

“It has been brought to my atten- 
tion that a parade of men, women and 
children is proposed for today. 

“T hereby reiterate my former pro- 
clamation, that there shall be no par- 
ades until the end of the strike. 

“Any women taking part in a parade 
do so at their own risk. 

“This was intended as a_ special 
warning to these prospective law- 
breakers that we would not go back 
on our decision that there should be 
no pase.des, 

“At 10.30 in the morning f was call-| 
ed to the rooms at the Royal Alexans | 
dra hotel by the minister ef labor, Sen- 
ator Robertson, and there met Com- 
missioner Perry of the Royal North- 
West Mounted police, A. J. Andrew,

“IT was there until about 1.45 p.m. 
when the chief of police rang me up 
and told me large crowds were gath- 
ering. I at once repaired to the city 
hall and so advised the chief. A few 
minutes later we cornmunicated again 
over the telephone, when it developed 
that it was not likely that with the 
special police at his disposal he could 
control the crowd, now swelled to 
many thousands, I therefore suggest- 
ed that the R.N.W.M.P. should parade 
the streets, in which he concurred. I 
at once drove to R.N.W.M.P. barracks 
and in the presence of the provincial 
attorney general asked Commissioner 
Perry to aid the civic police in the 
prevention ,and, !f need be, the quell- 
ing. of riot. 

“I returned to the city hall and 
some little time later witnessed the ar- 
rival of the mounted police, who in 
open formation advanced north up 
Main street. They endeavored to dis- 
perse the crowds, but were booed and 
jJeered. After proceeding north a 
couple of blocks, they returned. They 
were pelted with stones and bottles by 
the mob. When at about 2.35 p.m. I 
noticed that the mounted police were 
belng hard pressed by a rabble or 
allens, I read from the parapet of the 
city hall the Riot act in the prescribed 
manner. 

“Before re-entering the building— 
that is to say two or three minutes 
later, I heard a few scattered shots, 
and as the R.N.W.M.P. at this time 
had not received the order to draw 
their revolvers, I presume these came 
from the mob. 

Signed Papers For Military. 


“As conditions were rapidly ap- 
proaching a serious tumult, I {mme- 
diately drove to Fort Osborne bar- 
racks, asked for Brig.~Gen. Ketchen, | 
general officer commanding military 
district No. 10, signed in the prescrib- 
ed manner my papers for calling out 
the military in ald of the civil author- 
itles to quell riots, and handed same 
to Gen. Ketchen with the request as 
outlined In the written authority. 

“While in barracks, I received a re- 
port from the officer commanding R. 
N. W. M. P. that his force had been so 
hard pressed that he had deemed it 
advisable to fire a volley into the 
crow dand that this had resulted in a 
temporary check of cloge hostilities. 

“General Ketchen at once turned 
out a military force whieh I accompa- 
nied as chief magistrate, On arriving 
at the corner of Portage avenue and 
Main street this force supported in

R.N.W.M.P. Only, Says Gray. 


Alderman Gray is authority for say- 
ing that the R.N.W.M.P. were the only 
troops used in the first phase of yes- 
terday'’s riots because orders had 
come to the city council from Ottawa 
that the militia were only to be called 
out at the last extremity. The order 
for the R.N.W.M.P. to maintain law 
and order in Winnipeg came from 
Hon. N. W. Rowell, president of the 
privy council, to Commissioner Perry, 
and it is said that five hundred men 
of this force are now in the city . But 
plans were completed many days ago 
by the military for. taking complete 
control of the situation so soon as they 
were called upon by the civil authori- 
ties. 

The troop of the R.N.W.M.P. en- 
gaged numbered only 55 men, and few 
of these escaped without wounds or 
contusions ,the worst being a broken 
ankle. The horses suffered in like de- 
gree ,one of these being blinded by a 
lump of concrete. These lumps of 
concrete, considerably larger and 
heavier than a brick, were a favored 
missile, being obtained from a neigh- 
boring building in process of wreck- 
age.

AS TO PLANTING POTATOES, 


The potato is one of the stand 
bys in Edmonton products. The 
soil and climate are especially suitable 
to its growth. The yield is large, and 
the crop sure; as sure as any crop 
can be. Pests of any kind are as 
yet unknown, The quality for table 
use depends on the variety, and on 
the character of the soll on which 
the potatoes are grown. But for 
stock feeding purposes the potatoe is 
a sure support. 

Under these ceircumatances the 
question of getting the best results in 
potato producting is important, gen- 
erally potatoes for planting are cut 
in sets, with two or more eyes to a set, 
and two to four sets to a hill, when 
the planting is done in hills, Some- 
times whole potatoes are planted, but 
this is unusual. 

“Dr. W. A. Morgan, of the Highlands 
who showed at the Bulletin office Fri- 
day the first early potatoe of the 
season, has a theory in regard to 
potato planting that he maintains 
produces the best results. He cuts the 
potatoe into sets with only one eye 
to each set, and plants only one set 
in a hill. In the season of 1916, he 
cultivated four city lots 560x150 each. 
The four were situated in two pairs 
same distance apart. In each case 
there may have been some trespass 


on the lane, there being no occupied 
land near. But the total area in 
each case could not have exceeded 


two and a half lots. Both groups of 
lots were planted with potatoes of 
the same variety, the Wee McGregor, 
at about the some time. In the one 
case the doctor did not personally sup- 
ervise the planting, and the potatoes 
were cut with several eyes to the set, 
and several sets to the hill In the 
other case the potatoes were planted 
under the doctor's special supervision, 
with only one set with only one eye 
to each hill. Both plots were given 
the same treatment as to cultivation. 
In the result the plot that had been 
planted with single eye sets yielded 
320 bushels, and the other plot plant- 
ed in the usual manner yielded 180 
bushels, The Bulletin is not arguing 
the point. It is merely stating the 
facts as given iby Dr. Morgan, The 
experiment ‘was sufficiently definite 
and the results sufficiently, striking 
to at least warrant further enquiry.
